A L B A N Y (U PI) 
Frustrated by two 
years without a general pay raise and slow 
legislative action in its contract dispute 
with the state, the Civil Service Em ployes 
Association I uesday decided not to delay 
an April 18 strike. 


Legislative leaders had asked the CSKA 
to delay its planned walkout 
pending 
legislative hearings on the impasse set to 
begin April 18. 


Bu t I heodore Wenzl, who heads the 
145,000 member union, told a news con­ 
ference, "W e ve had it. W e’re going out 
— no ifs, ands or buts about it.” 
Wenzl said the union leadership had 
turned down a last-m inute contract offer 
by the sta te just before the union's 45 
member negotiating team voted to stick 
to the original strike date. 
T he state, he said, proposed a 5 per cent 
hike for each of the next two years A fa ct­ 
finder group had earlier suggested a 5 per 
cent increase through December, followed 
by another 3.5 per cent hike next Ja n . I. 
but that was rejected by both the CSKA 


and Gov. Hugh Carey. 
"P ea n u ts a ga in," was W enzl’s reaction 
to the latest offer by Donald W ollett, 
director of the sta te Office of Em ploye 
Relations. 
“ It’s up to the governor and legislature 
to act now. . . W e've taken it and taken 
it, and this is the end of the line. The 
governor hasn’t paid any a tten tio n .” he 
said. 
T he dispute centers around term s for 
the second year of the union’s contract, 
which expires April I, 1978. W ith both 
sides having rejected the fact-finders’ 
recom m endation, 
the 
legislature 
must 
m ake the final decision. 
Asked how long the union was prepared 
to stay out, the CSK A leader said he 
couldn't say, nor would he outline what 
legislators would have to oiler to avert a 
strike. 
“ W hat have we got to lose? - 
and 
we’ve got everything to gain. T he adm in­ 
istration had two years, and now the 


legislature bas gone out on vacation. They 
just think the CSKA is another paper 
tiger. W e’re going to prove we’re not, that 
we’re for rea l," be said. 
He also refused to say whether the 
union would help support CSK A workers 
who go out on strike, other than to say. 
"w e’ve always taken care of them .” 
Asked the degree of support for the 
strike among union mem bers, Wenzl said 
th a t talks with delegates and negotiating 
team members had convinced him tha t, 
“ generally speaking, we have enough gen­ 
eral support — and that will be increasing 
now that we've taken this unchangeable 
position " 
“ Everybody’s losers in a strike situ ­ 
ation, and we’re willing to be losers." he 
said. 
Under the sta te ’s T a ylor Law, should 
the CSK A go on strike, the union and its 
officers would be subject to fines, and 
each m em ber would face a loss of two 
days pay for every day off the job. plus 
a return to probationary sta tus.

NYC Ca n Trim Scho o l Spending 
The state’s highest court say s legisla­ 
tive procedure in overriding Hugh Carey ’s 
veto of legislation limiting New York 
City ’s power to trim its school spending 
was proper. The law, passed early in 1976, 
required the city to fund education at a 
level equivalent to the average share of 
the city ’s budget allocated to schools over 
the previous three y ears. 
Carey said the bill would disrupt the 
financial recovery plan for the city , which 
was struggling to avoid default, and he 
vetoed the measure. However, the legisla­ 
ture overrode the veto. 


The Court of Appeals Tuesday ruled 
the law “was duly enacted over the 
governor’s veto” and reversed lower-court 
rulings voiding the override. The decision 
was expected to have little immediate 
fiscal impact, however, because the court 


did not rule on whether the law conflicted 
with statutes governing New York City ’s 
fiscal recovery . 
Independent Vo ters Increa se 
Democrats made large gains in enroll­ 
ment last y ear but the sharpest increase 
in voters was recorded among independ­ 
ents, according to figures released by the 
state Board of Elections. The board said 
that for the first time in history , voters 
listed as independent topped I million, 
with an increase as of Jan. I of 297,756, 
to bring the total of eligible voters outside 
of a political party to 1,039,250. 
Democrats gained 183,995 statewide, to 
bring the party ’s total of 3,703,357. Re­ 
publican enrollment climbed by 10,867 to 
2,705,523. The Conservative party in­ 
creased its membership by 1,145 to 
120,025. The only loser was the Liberal 
party , which dropped 4,182 to 104,429. 
Borrowing Will Cost Less 
The state’s "spring" borrowing will cost 


about $56 million less this y ear than it did 
last y ear based on a rate of 4.51 per cent 
interest for $3.6 billion, Comptroller 
Arthur Levitt announced. Interest costs 
for this y ear’s borrowing will be about 
$121 million, compared to $177 million 
last y ear, when the state had to pay 7 per 
cent interest oh $3.72 billion, Levitt’s 
office said. 


Levitt said the transaction signified

Carter 
was given a general discharge 
from the Navy under hon­ 
orable circumstances in 1970 
for smok ing marijuana. But he 
said today the discharge never 
affected his subsequent ability 
to attend college, law school 
and set up practice.

“I read about it (the offer) in 
the newspaper,” said Carter. 
"As far as I’m concerned, it 
doesn’t mak e a great deal of 
difference.

W ASHINGTON - W hether or not 
President Carter wins his tussle with 
the Russians and break s the link age 
between disarm am ent and human 
rights in his negotiations, the connec­ 
tion between the two remains as 
strong as ever here in the United 
States. Barring a shift in the country , 
America won’t disarm unless there is 
some change in the Russian human 
rights situation that is accepted as 
significant by a large mass of our 
people. 
Be it out of shared conviction or 
political acuity , the President is be­ 
having as though he understands 
this. He seems to understand some­ 
thing else that none of his immediate 
predecessors could get through their 
noggins: to wit. y ou can’t tell the 
country what the foreign policy is 
going to be; y ou must convince people 
of it, y ou m ust go out and sell it. 
From Kennedy to Ford the occupants 
of the W7hite House have been so 
impressed 
by 
the 
constitutional 
power which mak es a president the 
sole conductor of foreign policy , they 
all lost sight of the fact that this 
power is nullified if a sizable part of 
the nation say s we won’t do it. 
So far in his y oung presidency , 
Carter isn’t mak ing that mistak e. 
And, wonder of wonders, all that 
traveling about the country , during 
which, he say s, he was “ learning” 
something about us, may not be 
complete ey ewash. 
He seems to have pick ed up that 
hum an rights is a deep and genuine 
concern of a large num ber of our 
people. Nix on, who m ust be given 
credit for changing American arms 
lim itations from a bad propaganda 
jok e into something serious, never 
appreciated this. He would go to 
Moscow, strik e his deals, and then 
mak e the mistak e of allowing himself 
to be photographed drink ing cham- 
pagnesk i with the brutes. Millions of 
us saw it on television and got slightly 
sick . The sight of our president throw­ 
ing his arm s around those concentra­ 
tion camp k eepers diminished the 
enthusiasm people had for defending 
Nix on’s often quite legitimate peace 
efforts.

T hat’s dangerous stuff, 
even when a power pipsqueak lik e 
Castro tries to do it. An American 
president commanding worldwide ad ­ 
m iration a la Woodrow Wilson or 
Frank lin Roosevelt can strik e des­ 
pots, who are already so insecure they 
rely on the torture chambers of their 
secret police, as a real threat to 
established order. As m atters stand 
now, the ty rants in Russia and Chile 
must feel that Carter is inviting their 
people to revolt. 
Moreover, Carter ought to mak e it 
clear that when he is talk ing about 
basic hum an rights he means just

Otherwise some people are 
going to tak e this to mean that he is 
demanding an American-sty le politi­ 
cal democracy .

New Lea ds in 
King Murder 
Inv estig a ted 


W ASHIN GTO N 
Nine y ears ago, 
the Rev. M artin Luther King, Jr., 
spiritual leader of the civil rights 
movement, was gunned down in 
M emphis. An escaped convict nam ed 
Jam es Earl Ray was nailed for the 
murder. 
Yet nagging suspicions persisted 
that he may have been hired by 
others. 
The public doubt 
finally 
forced a Justice D ept, task force to 
review the case. It has now concluded 
that Ray "was the assassin and that 
he acted alone.” 
House investigators, however, have 
challenged the Justice Dept.'a find­ 
ings. 
In 
a 
confidential, 
16-page 
analy sis, they have pointed out signif­ 
icant inconsistencies and omissions in 
the task force report. 
They note that the task force had 
a “ m ultitude of leads" to pursue, y et 
interviewed only 30 people. “T hirty 
interviews could hardly scratch the 
surface,” declares the analy sis. “ A 
detective investigating a common 
street crime may very lik ely conduct 
more interviews.” 
T he House investigators don’t pre­ 
tend they have solved the case. But 
they have set forth their clues in a 
fascinating secret report, stam ped 
“ Sensitive.” Here are the highlights, 
in chronological order: 
— While Ray was serving tim e in 
the Missouri state penitentiary , he 
told cellmates that he would k ill King 
"if the price was right.” Ray also was 
quoted as say ing he intended to seek 
out a “ businessm en’s association" 
which allegedly had offered $100,000 
for King’s murder. 
— On April 23, 19 67, Ray escaped 
from the prison by hiding in a large 
bread box , which was loaded on a 
bak ery truck . T he congressional in­ 
vestigators are try ing to find out 
“ w hether any one aided Ray in his 
escape and w hether this assistance 
was connected” to the King as 
sassination. 
The escapee had im mediate access 
to false identities. He posed alter­ 
nately as Erie G alt, Ramon George 
Sney d, Paul Bridgman and John 
W illard. "These aliases correspond to 
the names of real men, all of whom 
lived close to one another in suburban 
Toronto,” report the investigators. 
“ In addition, three out of the four 
bear phy sical resemblances to Ray .” 
G alt “even had scars in the same 
location as did Ray , the forehead and 
right palm ." T he House sleuths want 
to k now “whether Ray received any 
help in obtaining these aliases.” 
— For the nex t y ear, Ray “traveled 
across the U nited States, lived in 
more than a dozen cities and traveled 
in four foreign countries . . A con­ 
servative estim ate of his total ex pense 
would be at least $7,000. Ray himself 
estim ates that 
he spent at least 
$9 ,500.” Those who did business with 
him recall tha t "he often paid for 
item s with new $20 bills.” The House 
Assassinations Comm ittee “ intends 
to investigate the sources of Ray ’s 
funds in general and of those $20 
billions in particular.” 
— Ray opened a safety deposit box 
in a Birmingham bank in August, 
19 67, and closed it four m onths later. 
Bank records show the box was closed 
by someone living in Baton Rouge, 
La. Yet Ray was living in Los Angeles 
at the time. T he committee, there­ 
fore, is investigating “who in Baton 
Rouge aided Ray by closing that 
safety deposit box .” 
— The com m ittee has received un­ 
verified reports that Ray was in touch 
with the Beverly Hills office of Litton 
Industries in California. While he was 
posing as Erie G alt, he also listed as 
his previous employ er a Pascagoula, 
Miss., shipbuilding company owned 
by L itton In d us trie s . T he in ­ 
vestigators are check ing “whether 
there is any relationship between Ray 
and Litton Industries. 
— The late W illiam Sartor, a jour­ 
nalist, alleged tha t organized crime 
figures had accepted a 
$.‘300,000 con­ 
tract on King’s life from a right-wing 
racist group. According to Sartor, 
Ray got in touch with these men in 
New Orleans. T he committee is seek ­ 
ing "all evidentiary materials that, 
might support or refute Mr. Sartor’s 
report." 
— A witness has told investigators 
tha t he overheard a telephone con­ 
versation on the afternoon of the King 
assassination. “ Frank Liberto, a per­ 
son with alleged organized crime con­ 
nections, said: ‘Shoot the bastard. Do 
it this afternoon. Shoot him, even if 
y ou have to do it on the balcony , just 
do it,” ’ 


— The com m ittee has received “ ii 
dependent corroborations” of a po 
sible Liberto link . A witness told of 
Birmingham, Ala., gun shop own* 
w ho, before the assassinate* ! 
pointed to a rifle and Said: “This 
the gun that is going to k ill M art 
Luther King.” Later the witness sa 
the gun shop owner "in the compai 
of Ray and Liberto.” The secret r 
port describes Liberto as "a target 
the com m ittee’s investigation.” 


The M em phis police set up a su 
veillance post in a firehouse Overton 
ing the motel where King spent h 
last fateful hours. Curiously , tv 
black firemen, Norvelt W allace ar 
Floy d Newsum, were withdrawn fro 
the post. T hen a black policema 
Edward R edditt, was called off t!

Korean 
Drought 
Severe 


TOKYO (U PI) - North 
Korea today ordered its 17 
million people to begin a 
massive well-drilling cam­ 
paign to counter a severe 
drought threatening agri­ 
culture and industry, the 
o fficial Korean Central 
News Agency said. 


The announcement came 
at a meeting of the central 
committee of the Korean 
Workers (Communist) par­ 
ty, presided over by Presi­ 
dent Kim ll Sung. 


It left little doubt that the 
drought, 
whose existence 
was o fficia lly reported 
Monday, is a serious affair. 
"A ll 
cooperative 
farms 
and subfarms which lack or 
are short of water should 
v ig o ro u s ly u n d ertake, 
through a mass campaign, 
projects for digging more 
than two wells each,” the 
news agency said. 


"Precedence must be giv­ 
en to the work of finding 
underground water. All pro­ 
specting 
forces 
must 
be 
mobilized. The necessary- 
equipment and materials 
must be supplied.” 


The official news agency 
said the water shortage also 
menaced the country’s in­ 
dustries and drinking-water 
supplies 
"The struggle for utilizing 
underground water must be 
waged not only in agricul­ 
ture, but in the industrial 
domain, which must secure 
water for itself," the KN TA 
said. "W ells must be dug 
and pipes laid to utilize 
underground water in coun­ 
ty sent towns and workers’ 
districts and to secure more 
sufficient drinking water."

MO HONK WEA TH HR REPORT 
March Was Mixed Bag of Lamb an d Lion 


N E W P A L T Z — March 
came in and went out like a 
lamb. The mean temperature 
for the month was 6.2 degrees 
above the 80-year average— 
almost as warm as January 
was cold. 
For the winter season as a 
whole, starting with Novem­ 
ber. the average temperature 
is running 2.1 degrees below 
normal April will be the last 
month of winter, for statistical 
purposes at least—last year 
there was a trace of snow in 
May as well. 
The mean temperature for 
the 12 months just completed 
was 46 8 degrees, one degree 
be low 
a v e r a g e . 
The 
cumulative precipitation for 
the 12 months was 52.27 in­ 
ches. the average is 46.57. 
Between the balmy days 
came two great snowstorms, 
making this March the fourth 
snowiest on record at Mohonk 
Lake with 32.2 inches. The 
record is held by 1967 (51.4 
inches), followed by 1916 (36 
inches) and 1896 ( 33 inches). 
Precipitaion for the month 
(rainfall plus melted snow) 
was more than twice the aver­ 
age—8.74 inches instead of 
3.82. In short. March was 
warm and snowy, a paradox of 
logic but no obstacle at all for 
the weather. 
For the next several years, 
evidence of the March 22 
snowstorm will be visible in 
the Shawangunk Mountains or 
the 
Catskills 
This 
storm 
showed the importance of the 
elusive rain/snow dividing 
line. The valley stations re­ 
ceived mostly rain while the 
higher elevations were buried 
under one to three feet of wet, 
heavy snow. 
The evidence takes the form 
of trees tipped over, partially 
de branched and broken off. 
The homeowner looking out on 
a limb-strewn yard may think 
of the storm as purely destruc­ 
tive. 
The Central 
Hudson 
crews, working through the 
night at overtime rates, may 
find it a boon. But to the 
ecologist, the heavy snows of 
springtime are simply one 
more factor in the equation 
that determines which tree 
species and individuals can 
survive and prosper in our 
area. 
Th native evergreens are 
well adapted to shedding dry 
snow, but they have trouble 
with wet snow, White pines 
and pitch pines tend to lose 
individual 
branches, 
while 
hemlocks may break off mid­ 
way up the trunk. The de­ 
ciduous trees stand the test 
better— one reason for their 
mode of existence. The supple 
white and gray birches bend 
over double to the ground, 
then spring back a few days 
later. Some of the small weak- 
wooded trees (striped maple, 
sassafras) break at the trunk, 
but they will sprout again from 
the stump. A healthy large 
tree (sugar maple, oaks, 
hickories) may suffer only a 
natural pruning of twigs. 
In the suburban areas of the 
county the branches will soon 
be cleaned up and the scars 
painted over. In the wild for­ 
ests, however, the marks of the 
storm will last for years—not 
as “ damage” , but as a lesson 
in adaptation and survival. 
And as food and shelter for 
many birds, animals, and in­ 
sects. 
This month the average tem­ 
perature takes its biggest up­ 
ward jump of the year. April is 
11.9 
degrees 
warmer than 
March. The mild days bring 
on the start of the short and 
beautiful season for spring 
wildflowers. These herbs 
(trailing 
arbutus,

(spicebush, shadbush) work 
under a very demanding time 
schedule.

must rush 
from bud to flower to fruit in 
the short interval between the 
thawing of the ground and the 
leafing-out of the forest trees
